In response to the Restriction Requirement dated November 29, 2007, Applicants 
provisionally elect Group I, claims 1-12 with traverse . Applicants also elect the species covered 
by claims 6-12 with waterborne coating with traverse . 

Please note that Applicant reserves the right to file divisional applications covering the 
subject matter of the non-elected claims. Applicant also reserves the right to rejoin any applicable 
non-elected claims. 

Applicants traverse the Restriction Requirement since the examination of the claims of 
Groups I and II and the examination of the two species within claims 6-12 poses no undue burden 
on the Examiner. Under §803 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, if the search and 
examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden, the Examiner must 
examine it on the merits, even though it includes claims to independent or distinct inventions . 
Thus, it is respectfully submitted that the search and examination of the entire application could be 
made without serious burden. 
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It is respectfully submitted that this policy should apply in the present application in order 
to avoid unnecessary delay and expense to Applicants and duplicative examination by the Patent 
Office.
